Energy plans could ‘trash landscape’

OSWESTRY’S North Shropshire 
College is gearing up to help fill 
a construction skills gap by in¬ 
creasing courses and appren¬ 
ticeships, its interim principal 
has said. 

The positive message from Peter Mc¬ 
Cann comes as a new report revealed 
a skills shortage in the construction 
industry was getting worse. 

The latest research from the Federation 
of Master Builders (FMB) also warned 
Brexit could impact on the UK’s already 
alarming shortage of skilled workers. 

The FMB’s latest State of Trade Survey, 
released last week, found almost half of 
construction firms are reporting difficulties 
hiring roofers and shortages of electricians 
and plasterers are at their highest point in 
four years. Brian Berry, chief executive of 
the FMB, said: “We’ve been experiencing a 
severe shortage of bricklayers and carpen¬ 
ters for quite some time - these latest sta¬ 
tistics show that skills shortages are now 
seeping into other key trades such as roof¬ 
ers and plumbers. 

Worsening 

“The Government needs to be taking 
note of the worsening construction skills 
shortage now that we know that the UK 
will be negotiating a hard Brexit. The Prime 
Minister must ensure that the immigration 
system that replaces the free movement of 
people serves key sectors such as construc¬ 
tion and house building. Our sector relies 
heavily on skilled labour from the EU, with 
12 per cent of the British construction 
workforce being of non-UK origin.” 

Mr McCann said North Shropshire 
College was already responding to the 
construction skills gap by increasing the 
number of courses and apprenticeships it 
offers. He said: “The country is embarking 
upon a major infrastructure programme 
including significant housing and transport 
development which provides great opportu¬ 
nities for skilled young people trained ef¬ 
fectively in the construction industries. The 
college is increasing both full time and ap¬ 
prenticeship provision to respond to these 
opportunities. It is an industry where stu¬ 
dents have great opportunities to go on and 
eventually become self employed as long as 
they have developed the skills people need. 

“The skills requirements of the industry 
are significant and can often require people 
to be multi skilled so that an electrician can 
plaster and paint for example on a small job 
rather than having three separate people. 
Maths and English skills are increasingly 
essential in all sectors.” 

Mr McCann added that any employer 
who wants to consider offering an appren¬ 
ticeship or anybody who wants to consider 
an apprenticeship or full time skills train¬ 
ing course should contact the business de¬ 
velopment manager Jo White at the college. 


PROPOSALS which could see scores of wind 
turbines and solar panels built in Powys have 
been branded as “shocking” by Montgomery¬ 
shire MP Glyn Davies. 

Mr Davies said Powys County Council’s local 
development plan is an invitation to every wind- 
farm and solar farm developer in the world to 
come to the county to “trash” its landscape. 

Mr Davies made the comments after the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet approved last-minute changes to 
the renewable energy policy section of its Local 
Development Plan, despite objections being 
raised by nearly 600 members of the public. 

The new policy raises Powys’s renewable 
energy target to 600 megawatts and desig¬ 
nates large areas throughout Powys for wind 
development projects of up to 25 megawatts - 
the equivalent of 12 turbines for each site - and 


solar development projects up to 50 megawatts, 
the equivalent of 250 acres of solar panels for 
each site. 

Mr Davies said: “The local development plan 
that the council cabinet has approved is an 
invitation to every windfarm and solar farm 
developer in the world to come to Powys to trash 
our landscape. 

“It lets the people of Powys down and is both 
shocking and desperately sad.” 

At last week’s full council meeting, Councillor 
Tony Thomas, cabinet member for regeneration 
and planning, said where possible he aimed for 
full consultation on the renewable policy but 
warned: “We can’t delay anymore but we will do 
our best to endeavour to full consultation.” 

An independent examination to assess the 
soundness of the plan will continue with a 


pre-hearing meeting next week. Welsh Govern¬ 
ment ministers have appointed Nicola Gulley as 
planning inspector to conduct the independent 
examination to assess the soundness of the local 
development plan. 

The pre-hearing meeting will take place on 
Tuesday at 11am at the Media Resource Centre 
in Llandrindod Wells. 

The purpose of the pre-hearing meeting is to 
explain and discuss procedural and administra¬ 
tive matters relating to the management of the 
examination including the programme for the 
hearings, the matters to be examined and related 
questions. The contents and merits of the plan 
and the representations will not be discussed at 
this meeting. 

The hearing sessions part of the examination 
will start on March 28 in Llandrindod Wells.

Parking rules may 
end 17 years of 
trade for stallholder 

ONE of the founders of a farmers’ mar¬ 
ket which has been running for almost 
two decades says he may be forced to give 
up his stall after he was threatened with 
a parking ticket. 

Jamie Ward has been parking his re¬ 
frigerated van by his stall on the Bailey 
Head in Oswestry every fourth Friday of 
the month for 17 years. But last week he 
was told he had to move it - or get booked. 
A traffic warden approached the popular 
butcher on Friday morning asking him 
to move his vehicle. “I pointed out that 
it was also my fridge, which, for health 
and safety reasons, I have to have in order 
to keep the meat in good condition,” Mr 
Ward said. 

“Many of my customers were getting 
quite irate, supporting me, but I had no 
option than to move it.” 

Shropshire Council’s investigation, 
compliance and intervention team man¬ 
ager Grant Tunnadine said: “The area 
is covered by a valid Traffic Regulation 
Order. Whilst this ensures the area is kept 
available for the market and ensures pe¬ 
destrian safety, it does require the market 
traders to take account of the restrictions 
in place. Civil enforcement officers will 
include within their patrols of Oswestry 
an inspection of any vehicles within the 
market and assess on a case-by-case basis 
whether they are parked in accordance 
with the restrictions, and whether or not 
any exemption may apply.”

Water quality is 
improving after leak 

LIVING fish have been found in a river 
days after a chemical leak was discovered 
in the water. 

Experts from the Environment Agency 
said the water in the River Morda near 
Oswestry is continuing to improve after 
chemicals were discovered. 

A spokesman for the organisation said a 
fisheries survey in the River Morda found 
populations of trout, bullhead, minnow 
and lamprey in the river. 

Some of the fish show signs of physical 
damage that would not normally be ex¬ 
pected.

Changes made to counter 
'perfect storm' of problems

MOTHBALLED beds will be re- 
opened and a major recruitment 
drive has been launched to com¬ 
bat a “perfect storm” at Oswest¬ 
ry Orthopaedic Hospital. 

Staff shortages saw the number of 
operations carried out at the hospital 
drop in December, affecting both its fi¬ 
nancial and operational targets. 

At the end of December the hospital was 
£664,000 in deficit, £193,000 behind plan. 
Bosses said they had now got a grip on the 
problems and a range of measures were in 
place to ensure the hospital hits it targets 
by the end of the financial year. 

A ward will also be re-opened in the next 
few weeks to help boost the hospital’s oc¬ 
cupancy figures, providing an initial eight 
extra beds. Frank Collins, chairman of the 
NHS trust that runs the hospital, said the 
next two months would be hard work. 

“There is no doubt that we are facing the 
perfect storm,” he said. 

Problems hit the hospital in December 
when it failed to reach its targets for the 
number of planned operations. 

Medical director Steve White said lack of 
staff and annual leave and sickness were 
the main reasons. He said the hospital had 
now recruited three new consultants and 
recruitment was continuing. 

In an attempt to improve waiting list fig¬ 
ures three spinal surgery “super lists” were 
arranged for patients with complicated spi¬ 
nal problems who had been waiting for a 
long time for their operation. 

In a report to the trust board meeting 
deputy chief executive, John Grinnell said 
that surgery did not meet planned targets 
in December. 

He said day case surgery was 67 patients 
fewer that had been planned and the num¬ 
ber of outpatients was 1,275 rather than 
1,451. 

“We are planning to re-open Kenyon 
Ward in February with initially eight more 
beds,” Mr Grinnell said. 

Mr Collins said that all these factors com¬ 
bined meant that December had not been a 
good month for the hospital. 

He said: “It was not our finest hour. 

“However we now have a grip on the 
problems and it looks like January will be 
a better month. 

“We now have two months before the end 
of the financial year to recover and ensure 
that we can remain on target.” 


PATIENTS at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital are enjoying piping hot meals at their 
bedside thanks to state-of-the-art food trol¬ 
leys. 

The hospital has invested £200,000 in the 
system, and was boosted by a generous con¬ 
tribution of £50,000 towards the cost from 
the hospital’s League of Friends. 

Food is now plated in the kitchens and 
then kept in perfect condition for eating, 
thanks to the temperature-controlled trol¬ 
leys. 

It replaces the old system, where food was 
wheeled to the wards and then plated one 
patient at a time, meaning patients at the 
tail end of the service inevitably would re¬ 


ceive slightly cooler meals. Richard Fernan¬ 
dez, catering manager at the hospital, said: 
“We have historically had very good feed¬ 
back for our food and we are proud of that. 

“But we are always looking for ways we 
can do even better, and these trolleys are 
part of that. It used to take 30 minutes or 
more to serve a whole ward, and we did 
note the occasional comment that the meals 
were not as warm as the patient would have 
liked. 

“These trolleys change all that. We now 
plate up the meals in the kitchen and load 
them into the new trolleys, which ensure 
they are kept at a constant temperature. 

“We’ve had great feedback since we in¬ 


troduced them, so it looks like money well 
spent. 

“We’d especially like to thank our League 
of Friends for their terrific support. Their 
contribution made this affordable for us.” 

The most recent adult inpatient survey 
saw food at the hospital rated as the best 
in the NHS. 

Victoria Sugden, manager of the League 
of Friends, said the group was delighted 
to be able to support such a worthwhile 
scheme. 

“We know that eating a healthy, nutri¬ 
tious meal is beneficial to a patient’s reha¬ 
bilitation, so the quality of hospital food 
really matters,” she said.

CAMPAIGNERS have offered to work 
with health chiefs to encourage more 
pregnant women to use the county’s 
midwife-led maternity units. 

Shropshire Defend Our NHS, along 
with maternity unit campaign groups 
in Oswestry, Ludlow and Bridgnorth, 
approached Simon Wright, chief exec¬ 
utive of Shrewsbury and Telford Hos¬ 
pital Trust, about helping to spread 
the message about the advantages of 
women choosing to give birth at the 
units. Their ideas include assisting 
with community events and open days 
at the units to raise awareness and de¬ 
signing a poster. 

The offer comes after temporary 
overnight closures caused by staff¬ 
ing issues affected Bridgnorth and 
Shrewsbury midwife-led units on 
Christmas Day, Oswestry’s midwife 
led unit on December 29 and January 
9 and Ludlow’s midwife led unit on 
December 31 and January 5. 

Mr Wright has said if the trust de¬ 
cides to get involved in such a cam¬ 
paign they will contact the groups and 
thanked them for their offer. 

Shropshire Defend Our NHS offi¬ 
cials have claimed Mr Wright has re¬ 
jected their offer, but officials at the 
hospital trust have insisted no deci¬ 
sions have yet been made. 

The trust has previously stated that 
the temporary closures of the MLUs 
were because of staffing issues, illness 
or high demand. 

Trump's travel 
ban is criticised 

MONTGOMERYSHIRE MP Glyn 
Davies has criticised Donald Trump’s 
travel ban on Muslims and refugees 
- and said it was “certainly not” a 
policy he would ever expect a British 
government to adopt. 

The MP described the move as not 
being either “sensible or credible”. 

The US president has hit the head¬ 
lines again after announcing plans to 
bar citizens from seven mainly Mus¬ 
lim countries along with all refugees 
from travelling to the States. 

Those from Iraq, Iran, Libya, Soma¬ 
lia, Sudan, Syria and Yemen will be 
affected. A 90-day ban on entry to the 
US from the seven Muslim-majority 
nations has been imposed. 

Mr Davies said: “The president’s 
ban on refugees from some countries 
is not a sensible or credible policy. It is 
certainly not a policy I’d ever expect a 
British government to adopt.” 


Man died hours after 
twice hitting his head

A MAN who hit his head but left 
a hospital before receiving treat¬ 
ment died just hours later, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

Guy Evans, 25, who had dwarfism, 
had been on a pub crawl with friends 
and had been at the Railway Inn at Pe- 
nybontfawr when he fell and banged 
his head on October 8. 

Mr Evans, of 
Greenfields, St Mar¬ 
tins, near Oswestry, 
and who was de¬ 
scribed by all who 
knew him as the 
“life and soul of the 
party”, was taken 
by ambulance to the 
Wrexham Maelor 
Hospital at about 
8pm, but left before 
receiving any treat¬ 
ment. The inquest 
was told Mr Evans, 
known as “Sharkie” 
due to his prowess on the pool table, re¬ 
turned to Oswestry by taxi where he re¬ 
sumed drinking. 

At about 2am on October 9 he went to 
USA Fried Chicken takeaway in Willow 
Street but again fell and hit his head on 
the pavement. An ambulance was called 
and police also attended. 

Constable Tim Rolls told the inquest at 
Shirehall, Shrewsbury, he had arrived to 
find Mr Evans unconscious lying on the 
ground. “He left the Wrexham Maelor Hos¬ 
pital and went to the Cross Keys in St Mar¬ 
tins where he continued to drink,” he said. 

Mr Evans then went back in to Oswestry 
to continue drinking. Mr Evans met a num¬ 
ber of friends in a pub but said he was not 
feeling well and wanted to go home. 

He then went to the takeaway where he 
fell and hit his head hard on the pavement. 
Friends alerted some police officers who 
were dealing with an incident nearby. 

But Mr Evans’s condition deteriorated 
and, once the ambulance arrived, paramed¬ 
ics had to give him CPR at the scene. 

He was then taken to Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital where he died. The inquest was 
adjourned at the request of the family of 
Mr Evans to a date to be set so witnesses 
from Wrexham Maelor Hospital could at¬ 
tend to give evidence. 


WILDLIFE watchers have been 
pleased to see thriving herds of ma¬ 
jestic deer sheltering from frosts in 
the misty grounds of historic Powis 
Castle. 

There have been deer at Powis 
Castle, near Welshpool, for more 
than 300 years. 

The animals are free to roam 
around the spacious park in the 
castle’s grounds and shelter under 
ancient trees. 

Ruth Scutter, a publicist for the 
National Trust, said: “Red deer 
were introduced at Powis Castle 
near Welshpool, by Edward Her¬ 
bert, 2nd Earl of Powis, in the 1840s 


but no new stock was added until 
one stag was bought in 1947, after 
a particularly bad winter. 

“About £4,000 worth venison was 
killed during World War One to feed 
the Herbert family and the military 
hospital at Walcot. 

“In the 1960s the 5th countess, 
Ella Herbert (nee Rathbone) used 
to hand-feed a deer called Lila, who 
wore a red collar. 

“Lila later had a calf named Deli¬ 
lah. 

“Although red deer are no longer 
found wild in Montgomeryshire, 
they can still be seen as a pretty and 
photogenic park animal mixing with 


fallow deer.” Red deer are the larg¬ 
est British deer, with mature stags 
standing almost 1.2 metres at the 
shoulder. 

A big woodland stag will weigh up 
to 5001bs, making it the largest land 
mammal in Britain. 

Fallow deer were first brought to 
Britain from the western Mediterra¬ 
nean during the Roman period. 

Genetic analysis has shown that 
these Roman fallow deer went ex¬ 
tinct in Britain following the col¬ 
lapse of the Roman Empire. 

But in the 11th century they were 
reintroduced from the eastern Med¬ 
iterranean. 



Guy Evans 
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Worries aired over 
A483 roadworks 

ROADWORKS on one of the main 
routes linking Shropshire to North 
Wales will cause “chaos”, it has been 
warned. 

The North and Mid Wales Trunk 
Road Agency has proposed a series 
of resurfacing works to take place on 
the A483, with a planned start date in 
early February. 

But Councillor David Bithell, lead 
member for environment and trans¬ 
port for Wrexham County Borough 
Council, has claimed not enough 
warning has been given for the work, 
which he expects will cause disruption 
to commuters, businesses and local 
residents. 

He has written to Ken Skates AM, 
Welsh Government Cabinet Secretary 
for Economy and Infrastructure, to 
call a halt to the work to allow more 
time for planning. 

Town clerk tells of 
lift rescue drama 

A TOWN clerk had to be treated by 
paramedics after he was stuck in a 
crowded lift for almost an hour with 
temperatures reaching 100C. 

David Preston, clerk of Oswestry 
Town Council, was at Birmingham’s 
Council House attending an evening 
meeting. He said following the meet¬ 
ing on Wednesday last week he and 
five others got into the lift but it 
jammed.Mr Preston said the tempera¬ 
ture went over 100C with no lift vents, 
a second distress call was made to the 
emergency services. 

“The fire brigade had to pop the 
doors,” he said. “The night ended 
sitting in an ambulance in Victoria 
Square as the oxygen level in my blood 
was low.” 

Cars near station 
hit by vandals 

TWO cars were vandalised within 50 
metres of a police station and another 
one targeted further along the road, 
officers have said. 

Dyfed-Powys Police say they are 
investigating after two cars parked 
on Howell Drive, near to Welshpool 
Police Station had their windows 
smashed sometime on the night of 
January 21. 

They also confirmed another vehi¬ 
cle was damaged at the nearby rail¬ 
way station. The glovebox had been 
searched but nothing was taken.

Teen sent to custody after drugs raid 


A TEENAGER has been sent to 
custody after police raided a house 
finding bags of class A drugs cov¬ 
ered in his fingerprints. 

David Callaway was seen running 
away from a house as police con¬ 
ducted a raid on the property. 

During the search in August last 
year, police found 96 bags of heroin 
and 142 bags of cocaine wrapped in 
a towel in the bathroom of the prop¬ 


erty. Both class A drugs, the heroin 
was believed to have a street value 
of £960 with the cocaine valued at 
£1,420. 

The 19-year-old admitted two 
charges of possessing a class A drug 
with intent to supply, relating to the 
heroin and the cocaine. 

Prosecuting, Samantha Powis 
told the court that the “packages 
bore the defendant’s fingerprints”. 


Another man, who was seen fleeing 
from the house in Oswestry with 
Callaway, and the tenant, were 
both questioned at the time of the 
raid but their charges were dropped. 

Callaway, of Goschen Street, 
Everton, Liverpool, was ordered to 
serve three years in a young offend¬ 
ers institution. 

Reginald Mills, for Callaway said: 
“This young man’s circumstances 


are depressing and perhaps depress- 
ingly familiar. 

“He was not an academic young 
man, he is still only 19. 

“Performing poorly he left school 
with only basic maths and English. 

“He ended up with the wrong so¬ 
cial group at school, who introduced 
him to cannabis and his use became 
gradually more regular until he de¬ 
veloped a habit.”

A SECRETARY of a rifle club who had his 
firearms certificates revoked for inflamma¬ 
tory and racist postings on Facebook has 
won them back on appeal.

CCTV cameras have caught footage of an 
act of “mindless vandalism” which saw a 
young man launching himself at the door 
of a charity shop. 

The incident was caught by Oswestry’s 
CCTV system and shows the man running 
at the British Heart Foundation shop in 
Cross Street. 

Jim Stafford, Oswestry CCTV coordina¬ 
tor, said: “This was just mindless vandal¬ 
ism. Why would anyone want to so this? 
Particularly as it’s a charity shop. 

“The staff couldn’t get into the shop 
when they arrived the next day and it inter¬ 


rupted their fundraising. We’d like to speak 
to anyone who might have seen anything, 
particularly the young men who seemed to 
be with the vandal. They didn’t take part 
in the vandalism and they might be able 
to help us.” The footage shows four young 
men near the front of the shop. Three of the 
men stand around and then walk off, but 
the fourth runs at the door of the shop four 
times before running off down Cross Street. 

All four were dressed in dark clothes. It 
happened on January 22 shortly after 4am.

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Polluted river's recovery 
'could take many years'

IT could be years before wildlife on a river polluted by a chemical 
spill recovers. 

Shropshire Wildlife Trust says otters, kingfishers and dragonflies have been 
hard hit by the chemical leak which killed thousands of fish in the Morda Brook 
on the edge of Oswestry. 

An investigation into the cause of the chemical leak on January 19 could last months 
the Environment Agency has said. 

But Shropshire Wildlife Trust said that the damage to the brook’s ecosystem will much 
longer. Pete Lambert, the trust’s river projects manager, said: “After the devastating 
- pollution incident on the Morda Brook its

Closure plan 
for sites set 
to be binned 

PLANS to close two of Powys’s household 
waste recycling centres will be shelved for 
a year if a recommendation to the council’s 
cabinet is approved next week. 

The cabinet had been considering plans 
to close two of the county’s five household 
waste recycling centres in a bid to reduce 
spending by £700,000 and carried out pub¬ 
lic consultation. 

Campaigners feared Welshpool’s recy¬ 
cling site would be lost in the shake-up. 
However, cabinet member for waste and 
recycling Councillor John Powell said: “We 
set out a range of options to reduce the ser¬ 
vice’s budget to meet demands set out in 
the council’s medium term financial plan. 
Those options included closing one or two 
of the five household waste recycling cen¬ 
tres in the county, reducing opening days, 
charging for certain materials, restricting 
commercial type-vehicles or a combination 
of the proposals. 

“The public have made their views very 
clear and I am recommending that we 
shelve plans to close centres for at least 12 
months. 

“However, savings have to be made and 
I will be recommending that we reduce the 
number of days the centres open as an al¬ 
ternative to outright closure.” 

Welshpool Councillor Graham Breeze, 
who called a public meeting when the pos¬ 
sible closures were revealed, said: “This 
is welcome news for the people of not just 
Welshpool but the whole of Powys.” 


waters are flowing clear again. It could 
however, be years before the brook’s wild¬ 
life recovers. 

“Otters, kingfishers and dragonflies will 
have been hard hit. The brook’s entire 
ecosystem may have been destroyed, its 
aquatic vegetation, insects, fish and cray¬ 
fish could have been wiped out in this area. 

“Otters, which made a welcome return 
to the brook following the near-extinction 
in the UK of this beautiful creature in the 
1970s, have had their food supply wiped 
out.” 

Mr Lambert said the Morda Brook was a 
delightful stream. 

He said: “It survives in a relatively natu¬ 
ral state with meanders, riffles and bends - 
unlike many other rivers and watercourses 
in Shropshire.” 

He said brown trout were known to 
spawn in the brook but the fish fry were 
unlikely to have survived after contact with 
the toxic chemicals. 

And he added: “Dippers, unique among 
UK birds for their ability to forage along 
stream beds, walking underwater to catch 
insect larvae, small fish and shrimps, will 
no longer be able to find food, so these birds, 
which are known to breed on the brook, will 
be lost. The larvae of dragonflies, which live 
in the water for several years before emerg¬ 
ing as adults, will also have succumbed to 
the acid conditions caused by the spillage. 

“This is a particularly serious incident. 
Our rivers are under constant threat from 
human-derived pollution, whether from 
phosphates leaching into the water from 
agricultural land, domestic sewage flowing 
directly into watercourses as a result of 
lumbing misconnections and hydrocar - 
ons from roadwater, where drains empty 
into natural watercourses.” 

The river turned milky-white following 
what is believed to have been a leak from a 
tanker and United Utilities said it was in¬ 
vestigating an issue at its treatment works 
in Oswestry and was working with the En¬ 
vironment Agency to resolve the situation.

Why are the headlines all 
about road closures these days? 
Is it really necessary for so much 
disruption when improvements 
are being made? Or is it health 
and safety gone mad? 

This week much-needed im¬ 
provement work to the Gledrid 
roundabout near Oswestry start¬ 
ed with warnings of overnight 
closures meaning huge disrup¬ 
tion and long diversions on one 
of the country’s busiest roads 
- regardless of whether day or 
night. On the Powys/Shropshire 
border the Welshpool to Shrews¬ 
bury road is closed overnight 
to allow resurfacing work, while 
other roads in Powys are being 
badly affected by teams using 
guided convoy systems to get 
drivers through. While the im¬ 
provements are to be applaud¬ 
ed is it really essential to close 
roads? What was wrong with the 
old system of working on one 
side of the carriageway at a time 
and allowing motorists through 
via traffic lights or stop and go 
signs? It is so frustrating for 
everyone involved and while it’s 
appreciated that safety is of par¬ 
amount importance I can’t help 
feeling it has all been caused by 
an over-zealous health and safe¬ 
ty whizz kid determined to cause 
as much disruption as possible. 

In Welshpool residents are 
bracing themselves for possible 
gridlock as news breaks of a clo¬ 
sure of Mill Lane this month to 
allow main-services connections 
to the new Aldi and B&M stores. 

No-one has forgotten the cha¬ 
os when this street closed six 
years ago on the very day the 
controversial one-way system 
was introduced. Traffic stacked 
up in all directions with the town 
centre choked at The Cross traf¬ 
fic lights and it could all happen 
again. 

Let’s all pray that the planned 
emergency closure of Buttington 
Railway Crossing to allow repair 
work to take place doesn’t co¬ 
incide with the Mill Lane work. 
Imagine that! 

I’m still pressing hard at Powys 
County Council for planned clo¬ 
sures of household waste recy¬ 
cling centres to be shelved. 

This is one cost-saving exer¬ 
cise too far for me and for just 
about everyone in the whole 
county. The impact caused by 
closure of the Welshpool centre 
would be enormous. 

I visited the site on Sunday, 
along with hundreds of others, 
and was gripped by the thought 
of just where all these people 
would go if the site shuts. Not to 
Newtown that’s for sure. 

Fly-tipping is already on the 
rise at a disturbing level. 

I’m confident council bosses 
will see sense, after all there is 
an election on the horizon and 
for many councillors seeking to 
regain a seat at County Hall this 
is a really hot topic. I am hoping 
for a positive result when the 
council’s cabinet looks again at 
the issue next week.

Why the work is never 
over for waterway teams 



It may be winter but work continues all year round on our waterways 


Winter work on the canals 
is in full flow ready for 
the 2017 season to start. 
JAMES PUGH reports 

AT first glance, people might 
think canals are quiet at this 
time of year. 

But if you look in the right place, 
you could be in for a surprise. 

As most people try and keep warm in¬ 
doors, a team of engineers and specialists 
from the Canal & River Trust are busy 
carrying out vital repairs to the nation’s 
200-year-old canal network, including in 
Shropshire. 

Their work environment is not for the 
faint-hearted. Often their day job means 
dealing with oceans of mud, freezing tem¬ 
peratures, driving rain and even snow to 
replace lock gates, rebuild embankments 
and grout damaged lock chamber ma¬ 
sonry. 

The charity has the endless task of 
caring for a complex, imperfect, beautiful 
heritage waterway network that’s just as 
important today as in the Industrial Rev¬ 
olution when much of it was constructed. 

Nearly half the population of Eng¬ 
land and Wales lives within five miles of 
a canal and last year 380 million visits 
were made to the trust’s waterways. 

There are now 32,000 boats licensed 
to use the network - more than in the 
canals’ industrial heyday. 

The nation’s canals have also rein¬ 
vented themselves as havens for leisure 
and wildlife. 

The scale of the challenge of keeping 
them in tip-top condition is enormous. 

The Canal & River Trust is the guard¬ 
ian of more than 2,000 miles of water¬ 
ways in England and Wales. It’s the third 
largest owner of listed structures after 
the Church of England and the National 
Trust, with 2,980 bridges, 336 aqueducts, 


1,583 locks, 55 tunnels and 73 reser¬ 
voirs in its care. 

The trust’s director of asset man¬ 
agement, Julie Sharman, said: “This 
winter we are spending £43 million in 
carrying out essential repairs to the 
waterway network. We try very hard 
to minimise the inconvenience to boat¬ 
ers which is why we do all our large 
planned work projects during the win¬ 
ter months. 

“All our waterway structures are 
regularly inspected and any which are 
identified as in need of some extra TLC 
are then prioritised for remedial action 
according to how urgent the job is. 

“It is a never-ending juggling act and 
an important side of our work which 
usually goes unseen by the public.” 

This winter the trust is carrying out 
maintenance work along the Shrop¬ 
shire Union Canal at Audlem Flight 


and at Adderley Locks 1 and 3 and Whe¬ 
aton Aston Lock. 

It is also carrying out work at Bee- 
ston Locks, from January 30 to Febru¬ 
ary 10, and at Lock 14, Bunbury Lower 
Lock, from February 8 to 14. 

Over the last four years, the Canal & 
River Trust has taken the unusual deci¬ 
sion to open up some of the most inter¬ 
esting of its winter projects to visitors 
and escort them onto building sites and 
down into empty lock chambers. 

This winter it is hosting 12 free open 
days across the country. 

The trust says each open day pro¬ 
vides the opportunity for local commu¬ 
nities to learn about the history and 
heritage of their area from one of the 
charity’s experienced heritage advisers, 
engineers or another specialist. 

Entrepreneurial canal engineers, 
like Thomas Telford, William Jessop 


and John Rennie, responded to busi¬ 
ness challenges posed by 18th and 19th 
century industrialists and came up with 
solutions for transporting goods long 
distances over difficult terrain. 

Deep channels, lock systems, tunnels 
and bridges were created without any 
of the modern methods of surveying, 
mechanisation or construction we enjoy 
today. 

Huge armies of canal navigators, or 
navvies as they became known, literally 
dug for Britain to create the new canal 
network - the motorways of their day. 

Civil engineer Clive Mitchell, who 
manages one of the trust’s project man¬ 
agement teams, says he enjoys the chal¬ 
lenge of marrying 21st century repair 
solutions with this heritage environ¬ 
ment. “Where possible we do try to carry 
out ‘like-for-like’ repairs using the orig¬ 
inal materials but sometimes there are 
reasons to look for an alternative,” he 
said. “For example, recent developments 
in polyurethane resin grouting allows us 
to target leakage paths in locks and em¬ 
bankments specifically to avoid a much 
more intrusive traditional repair. 

“And it’s not only natural disasters 
we have to deal with. We invest a huge 
amount of time and effort in encourag¬ 
ing and protecting wildlife on our canals. 
We are actually responsible for 63 Sites 
of Special Scientific Interest.” 

However, those protected species do 
also add to the challenge of maintain¬ 
ing the canal network. It only takes a 
few over-enthusiastic badgers burrow¬ 
ing through sandy soil to cause a canal 
breach or a colony of bats roosting to 
hold up a bridge restoration project. 

Mr Mitchell added: “Maintaining and 
repairing our unique canal heritage, 
built by some of the great engineers is 
a real privilege. It’s interesting because 
those engineers faced many of the same 
challenges we do today, and occasionally 
did make mistakes.”

Yet again, the future of the A&E 
services in Shropshire and Mid 
Wales is the dominating issue for 
me this week. 

It’s now sinking in that we are 
coming up against a wall of lo¬ 
cally inspired delays. 

When we find NHS England 
stop listening to the years of 
squabbling, the fault will lie in 
Shropshire. 

We have known for years that 
our A&E services are not sustain¬ 
able without reform. 

Over the last few months we 
were hopeful that, at long last, 
we were making progress. 

The commissioners of emer¬ 
gency care to serve Shropshire 
and Mid Wales had established 
a body to research and recom¬ 
mend the best way forward. 

After nearly three years and at 
a cost of £2 million, the Future 
Fit Programme Board made its 
proposals. 

There was real hope. 

Then just before Christmas 
some of those who commis¬ 
sioned the work refused to ac¬ 
cept it, throwing the future of 
A&E services in Shropshire and 
Mid Wales into turmoil. 

The immediate challenge now 
is to assess what is going to 
happen (not what we might want 
to happen) and prepare for it. 

It seems inevitable that at 
some stage the A&E service in 
Shropshire will be judged to be 
‘clinically unsafe’. 

In the past (pre the Mid Staffs 
NHS scandal) it might have been 
allowed to ‘muddle through’. 

Not anymore. 

The Shrewsbury and Telford 
NHS Trust management will have 
to act. 

The probability is that the A&E 
at Princess Royal Hospital will be 
closed overnight, with everyone 
being diverted to Shrewsbury. 

It would be easy to think that 
by ‘stopping change’ and con¬ 
trolling the public debate, the 
status quo can be maintained 
- that we can carry on with two 
A&Es in Shropshire. 

There will be some who may 
think that by frustrating reform 
and not allowing the Future Fit 
proposals to go forward is a suc¬ 
cess. 

It very definitely is not. 

There are many who see the 
debate as being a sort of stand¬ 
off between Shrewsbury and 
Telford. 

It most certainly is not. 

It’s all about delivering the 
best clinical care to the people of 
Shropshire and Mid Wales. 

The cost of doing nothing will 
be severe. 

It will make it even more dif¬ 
ficult to attract consultants to 
Shropshire; it will mean more 
services migrating out of Shrop¬ 
shire altogether, and it will mean 
the rejection of a better delivery 
of care. 

That’s why I and many others 
feel a sense of despair.

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CAN EMPLOYMENT AGENCY WITHHOLD WAGES 
BECAUSE MANAGER DIDN’T SIGN MY TIMESHEET? 

Q: I have been temping through an agency since finishing Uni last summer. In the run-up to Christmas the firm I was working at was super busy and I put in a 
lot of extra hours in the last week. When I asked the manager to sign my timesheet, however, he refused. He said it shouldn’t and couldn’t have taken me as long 
as I made out it had to do the job and that I was late starting. As a result of this the agency withheld payment of my wages completely. Can they legally do this? 

A: On the facts provided, the agency’s failure to pay wages is a breach of the Conduct of Employment Agencies and Employment Business Regulations 2003. 
You are entitled to payment for the hours claimed and as your contract is with the agency, not the end client, the agency is responsible for making payment to you. 

If there is a dispute regarding the hours worked the agency should investigate to ensure that the hours have been properly worked but this in itself is not a lawful 
ground for them to withhold payment from you. The agency could check the hours worked by speaking to other workers for example or requesting work records 
from the end client. 

As to the allegation that you were late starting, the agency is still legally bound to pay you for the hours worked and cannot penalise you by withholding payment or 
paying a lower rate. The allegation could potentially lead to disciplinary action against you however and you may benefit from dropping into one of our free clinics 
and having a more in depth discussion with one of our employment law specialists, see details below.

Calls to merge 
our councils 
are without 
any real merit 

I VIEW Daniel Kawczynski’s latest head¬ 
line-grabbing suggestion that T&W and 
Shropshire Council should join to form 
a single unitary council as quite without 
merit. 

The concept of “consolidation” and “cen¬ 
tralisation” only serves to move democratic 
accountability further away from the peo¬ 
ple who pay his wages, and any claim that 
such a merger would bring the mooted ad¬ 
ministrative savings are speculative “pie in 
the sky”. 

I well remember when Shropshire’s dis¬ 
trict councils were scrapped to form a sin¬ 
gle unitary authority. We were cynically 
led to believe that we would save millions 
of pounds to improve all the services that 
then existed, but are now cut to the bone 
or lost altogether. 

The sad fact is that any projected sav¬ 
ings were eaten up by enhanced redun¬ 
dancy payments. I would love to know if 
there were any meaningful net savings. 
The plain fact is that Shropshire and T&W 
are both grossly under-funded in every re¬ 
spect by central government, and instead 
of engaging in a “civil war” with T&W, Mr 
Kawczynski would make better use of his 
time and position if he “merged” with his 
fellow local Conservative MPs to form an 
effective lobby to his Conservative govern¬ 
ment to demand fit and proper budgetary 
settlements to rescue both our ailing NHS 
trusts and our critically under-resourced 
social services.

IMPROVEMENT works to a village 
cemetery are set to take place. 

The works at Trefarclawdd Cem¬ 
etery in Trefonen near Oswestry in¬ 
volves grass in between graves being 
removed and replaced with slate chip- 
pings. The improvements were agreed 
by councillors at the latest meeting of 
Oswestry Rural Parish Council. 

Councillor Robert Milton, chair of 
the council, said: “When Trefarclawdd 
Cemetery was opened it was designed 
as a lawned cemetery to avoid the 
problems which have arisen with the 
maintenance of the older Trefonen 
Cross Cemetery. I am sure residents 
will agree the Trefarclawdd Cemetery 
is maintained to a very high standard, 
but it is considered a lawned approach 
to the cremated remains area does not 
provide the best setting. It is proposed 
to remove the grass in-between graves 
and replace with slate chippings.” 

He said the work will require some 
interference with grave plaques, 
which will be removed during the 
work, the council has written to the 
families concerned.

Town has low burglary 
rate, new report reveals 


Expansion at growing telecoms firm

OSWESTRY is one of the safest 
places to live in the UK when it 
comes to burglaries, a new sur¬ 
vey says. 

In a survey of more than 1.8million 
home insurance files the Oswestry 
postcode, SY11, sawjust 1.3 claims per 
1,000 home insurance policy last year 
- the fourth lowest figure. 

The worst areas for burglaries were in 
London with three areas having more than 
50 claims. 

The MoneySuperMarket data reveals 
that laptops, jewellery and bicycles are 
among the top possessions stolen by thieves 
and the value for insurance for them has 
grown in the last 12 months as people in¬ 
vest in the latest gadgets. 

The vigilant nature of residents in 
Oswestry was praised for helping to keep 
the town its good record. 

Monkseaton in North Tyneside and Bid¬ 
eford in Devon share the lowest rate of 
burglary claims, 0.9, Newry in Northern 
Ireland 1.1 then Oswestry and six other 
areas share joint fourth spot with 1.3. 

Andy Neeves, Police Community Support 
Officer for Oswestry, said members of the 
public in and around the town were vigilant 
and contacted police is they saw people or 
vehicles in their streets acting suspiciously. 

“Residents get to know their neighbours’ 
cars and will report unusual vehicles,” he 
said. 

He said the area had a number of Neigh¬ 
bourhood Watch volunteers but said more 
were needed to help keep the town even 
safer. 

“We would like to see more Neighbour¬ 
hood Watch scheme set up. 

“We can provide advice and information 
and signage for those interested in Neigh¬ 
bourhood Watch.”

Locally made 
cider ready 
for release 

IT has taken three weeks, pressing 
20 tonnes of apples and a neighbour 
helped, but a Shropshire cider is 
ready for release early - thanks to the 
mild winter. 

Oswestry’s Stonehouse Brewery 
will release its Sweeney Mountain 
Cider early this year and it is hoping 
there will be enough of it to meet de¬ 
mand. Last year’s entire production 
sold out within 10 weeks, so the brew¬ 
ery pressed five times as many apples 
in the autumn to allow it to maintain 
supply. 

Shane Parr, the brewer from 
Stonehouse Brewery, said: “The mild 
winter has meant that our cider has 
matured a lot quicker than normal. 
It tastes beautiful now, so it’s ready 
to go. 

“The team spent three weeks press¬ 
ing over 20 tonnes of apples and we 
even had help from our next door 
neighbour. 

“It was great that it was so popular 
last year, but we’d prefer to maintain 
supply and I’m confident that we’ve 
made enough.” 

The business was set up by Shane 
and Alison Parr, with help from Iain 
and Anne Reid, Alison’s parents, and 
Inn es Reid, Alison’s brother.

Arthur rides again as 
Squeaky makes a visit

A YOUNG hospital patient had 
an unlikely visitor in the form of 
Squeaky the Shetland pony. 

Two-year-old Arthur Lake, from 
Rhydycroesau, near Oswestry, is an 
inpatient at Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital after suffering a brain injury 
which limits his mobility. 

He used to ride Squeaky every day before 
his accident and his physiotherapists and 
nurses at the hospital thought riding his 
pony again could aid his recovery. 

Suzanne Marsden, Alice ward manager, 
said: “We’re trying to bring back some nor¬ 
mality to his life to help him recover. We’re 
hoping that the stimulation of being on his 
horse again will help. It might be a trigger. 

“We have therapy dogs so we thought, 
why not? It’s an extension of his rehabil¬ 
itation. For our children you have to go 
with each of their needs and change tack 
depending on what they need.” 

Physiotherapists Claire Eveson and Ffion 
Evans came up with the idea. 

“It’s lovely for us to bring the pony in to 
help Arthur key into his memories of riding 
before his injury,” Claire said. 

Arthur’s mother Lisa Lake was over the 
moon about taking Squeaky the pony to the 
hospital for her son to ride again. 

She said: “Arthur was riding Squeaky 
the morning before his accident. I thought 
it was a joke when I first had the conversa¬ 
tion with staff about bringing him in. 

“We’d been simulating riding with in¬ 
flatable balls when they asked ‘when’s 
Squeaky coming’. I would be surprised if it 
was any other hospital, but with the level

Bus routes altered 
because of works 

BUS journeys have been re-routed be¬ 
cause of long delays caused by tempo¬ 
rary roadworks in Oswestry. 

The temporary traffic lights at the 
junction of Salop Road and Victoria 
Road in Oswestry, which have been 
put up as part of infrastructure work 
in preparation for the opening of a 
Lidl supermarket, have caused long 
tailbacks. 

Drivers heading into town have 
been particularly badly affected, and 
officials at bus company Tanat Valley 
said it became impossible to continue 
to run the town centre service as it 
was timetabled. 

It has re-routed the service, leaving 
some people not able to catch the bus 
at their local stop and others having 
to get used to different arrival times. 

Nick Culliford, operations manager 
at Tanat Valley, said: “The town ser¬ 
vice runs on a 30 minute cycle and we 
give ourselves a five minute leeway for 
hold-ups. But the drivers have been 
waiting in queues to get through the 
roadworks for up to 20 minutes.”

Council signs up 
to waste campaign 

A CAMPAIGN which aims to help 
small businesses comply with the law 
around waste disposal is now being 
supported by Powys County Council. 

The council has become the first 
in Wales in becoming an ambassador 
for the ‘right waste, right place’ cam¬ 
paign. 

In a recent survey, half of small and 
medium-sized businesses in the UK 
admitted that they didn’t know where 
their waste ends up and didn’t keep 
their waste transfer note. These com¬ 
panies run the risk of inadvertently 
allowing their waste to be fly-tipped 
and facing an unlimited fine. 

The campaign will target firms and 
other organisations throughout Wales 
with information and practical guid¬ 
ance for businesses about waste and 
recycling and their duty of care obli¬ 
gations. This complements the work 
that the council is doing with traders. 

Defibrillators go 
on fire engines 

FIREFIGHTERS in Mid Wales are 
celebrating teaming up with the 
Welsh Ambulance Service and the 
Cariad charity to provide emergency 
first aid and the use of defibrillators 
carried on their fire engines. 

Mid and West Wales Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service and the Welsh Ambulance 
Service have been involved in a joint 
co-responding scheme, that aims to 
provide the earliest possible response 
to life-threatening medical emergen¬ 
cies, since 1998. Following its success, 
18 further locations across Mid and 
West Wales have become co-responder 
stations with at least a further six sta¬ 
tions due to join this year. 

Since the introduction of the 
scheme firefighters have attended 
22,297 medical emergencies. 


MPs issue call for more 
investment in railways

AN influential MPs’ committee 
has called for newer trains and 
major investment on the net¬ 
work between Wales and the 
Midlands. 

The report, from the Welsh Affairs 
Committee, says it hopes for “trans¬ 
formational change” when the rail 
franchise currently operated by Arriva 
Trains Wales ends in 2018. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies, a 
member of the Welsh Affairs Committee, 
said Wales needs better trains. 

He said: “More people are using trains 
than ever before and Wales needs better, 
cleaner and faster trains but also major in¬ 
vestment, and I am hopeful the new fran¬ 
chise will bring this.” 

Mr Davies said electrification of other 
networks will free up trains, and although 
they will be second-hand, they will be 
newer than the current stock in Wales. 

The report detailed the “long-term un¬ 
derdevelopment” of Wales’ rail network, 
and called for more modern carriages and 
the replacement of its older rolling stock. 

The MPs’ report said many problems 
were a result of “a huge failure” to allow for 
more passengers when the current 15-year 
franchise was awarded in 2003. It reveals 
that since then, passenger numbers have 
increased by about 75 per cent. 

The committee found that the average 
age of carriages running on the network 
was 27 years old, with the oldest 40 years 
old. 

Because of the state of the country’s 
rolling stock they have recommended that 
more action be taken to acquire new trains. 


Recycle work to carry on says charity

A RECYCLING charity has said 
it would like to get in contact 
with businesses to offer them its 
services. 

Cae Post, based at Trewern, 
near Welshpool, recently had to 
announce it was to make 17 staff 
redundant because a deal with 
Powys County Council renewed. 

However, Sue Packer, general 
manager at Cae Post, said opera¬ 
tions would continue and the or¬ 
ganisation was looking for more 
business opportunities. 

She said: “We also operate 
successful recycling and waste 
collection services to a number 
of organisations such as schools 
and private businesses in Powys 
and beyond and we are continu¬ 
ing to offer this service and hope 
that we might be able to employ 
more people in the near future 
as we gain new customers.

Reader Geoff helps 
solve photo query 

CHRONICLE reader Geoff Thomas 
of Oswestry has helped solve a mys¬ 
tery we posed in our January 12 edi¬ 
tion. 

In that edition we included a photo¬ 
graph from Nigel Walters of Oswestry 
showing an old church and a Co-op 
store in the town with Mr Walters 
asking readers is they knew where 
the buildings were. Mr Thomas has 
responded, saying: “I am pretty such 
it is of the Wesleyan Church which 
stood on the corner of Beatrice Street 
and King Street and was demolished 
in the 1960s together with the garage 
next door belonging to Mrs Burgess. 

“The doorway is of the Co-op Gents 
outfitters. I worked on a major altera¬ 
tion to the Co-op shop in 1963, which 
included three shops converted into 
one unit.” 

“These shops are now the Simla.” 

Bridge to dose 
for inspection 

A BRIDGE is to close during the day¬ 
time for an inspection to be carried 
out. 

The Rhyd-Meredith Bridge, in the 
Llanymynech and Llynclys area, will 
close to all traffic between 9am and 
4pm on Wednesday next week, council 
bosses have said. 

The bridge carries the A495 over 
the River Tanat and must be closed 
while the inspection is taking place. 

Shropshire Council says equipment 
will be on the road and it is too narrow 
for the work to be carried out safely 
with the bridge open to traffic. 

Traffic will be diverted southbound 
along the A495 from Porth-y-Waen 
to Llynclys, south along the A483 to 
Llanymynech then west along the 
B4398 and B4393 roads to Llansant- 
ffraid-ym-Mechain. 

Northbound traffic will follow the 
opposite route. 

Access for pedestrians and dis¬ 
mounted cyclists will remain available 
at the bridge throughout the work. 


BRITAIN’S biggest profes¬ 
sional cycle race - which 
finished in Mid Wales for the 
first time last year - boosted 
the local economy by more 
than half a million pounds, an 
official report has revealed. 

More than 40,000 cycle enthu¬ 
siasts visited Powys when stage 
four of the 2016 Tour of Brit¬ 
ain finished at the Royal Welsh 
Showground in Llanelwedd, near 
Builth Wells. 

It was the first time the county 
hosted a stage finish of the Tour of 
Britain. 

It has previously brought crowds of 
thousands to towns in Shropshire and 
Mid Wales, who have lined the streets 
to see stars such as Sir Bradley Wig¬ 
gins and Mark Cavendish compete. 

Last year’s race featured 21 team 
from 10 countries, 11 of which rode in 
the 2016 Tour de France. 

A total 124 riders took part in the 
race, including seven Olympic medal¬ 
ists from the 2016 Rio Olympics. 

Frontline’s economic impact as¬ 
sessment of the 2016 Tour of Britain 
showed that 85,000 people visited 
stage four, which started in Denbigh 
and finished in Powys. 

Councillor Tony Thomas, Powys 
County Council cabinet member for 
regeneration and planning, said: “We 
were extremely proud to host our first 

ever Tour of Britain stage finish last 
year. & 

“The findings of the economic im¬ 
pact report shows the value to the 
county of these high profile events. 

“The financial boost to local busi¬ 
nesses during the few hours that the 
event is in Powys is quite remarkable 
and fully justifies the efforts taken to 
attract the race to Powys. 

“The event provides a huge oppor¬ 
tunity to showcase the beauty of the 
county. Last year ITV4 coverage alone 


reached over 800,000 and BBC Wales 
hosted their evening programme live 
from the finish line. International 
broadcasts of the race reached North 
America, Pan Asia and Sub-Saharan 
Africa and was shown throughout 
Europe including cycling powerhouse 
counties-France, Italy and Belgium. 
Of the visitors who came to Powys 
15 per cent stayed overnight with an 
average spend in the county of nearly 
£100, even with those who just visited 


for the day the average spend for a 
group was just under £40. It is also 
pleasing to see from survey feedback 
that the Powys event will have a last¬ 
ing impact on residents’ health with 
an impressive 57 per cent saying the 
day inspired them to take up cycling 
in the future.” 

Steve Hughson, chief executive of 
the Royal Welsh Agricultural Society, 
said: “It was a huge pleasure to have 
this iconic cycle race finishing here at 


the showground in Llanelwedd last 
year. Being one of the best connected 
rural event sites in Wales, the show- 
ground is the ideal venue for many 
events. 

“We are delighted to get the chance 
to work closely with Powys County 
Council and organisations such as the 
Tour of Britain to bring these prestig¬ 
ious events and their associated ben¬ 
efits to the local community of Mid 
Wales.” 


MRS VOW tO 

present the 
voters'views 

MPS from Shropshire and Mid Wales 
have vowed to present the views of 
their constituents on Brexit. 

The vow comes after the Supreme 
Court ruled that Parliament must 
have its say on Brexit. The court said 
Article 50 cannot be triggered without 
an act of Parliament authorising it to 
do so. 

Many MPs said they expected that 
Britain’s exit from the EU would still 
follow the same proposed timeline. 

Glyn Davies, Montgomeryshire MP 
said: “I think it is what we expected. 

“I expect that when Parliament 
resumes a bill will be put forward to 
take the action to trigger Article 50. 

“I fully expect to be voting on Arti¬ 
cle 50 before the end of March. 

“I do think it was interesting to see 
that three of the judges actually voted 
with the Government, it suggests it 
was a fairly fine argument.” 

And North Shropshire MP Owen 
Paterson agreed adding: “The fact 
there was a split vote shows that the 
Government was right to appeal. The 
Government should bring a bill for¬ 
ward as soon as possible, to trigger 
Article 50 by the end of March.” 

The Supreme Court also ruled that 
Parliament will not have to consult 
Welsh Assembly members ahead of 
the vote. 

Eluned Morgan, Welsh Assembly 
Member and shadow minister for 
Wales in the House of Lords said: “It 
was utterly hypocritical of a Govern¬ 
ment in its first action to withdraw 
from the EU to undermine the Com¬ 
mons - the forum which represents 
the democratic voice of the people. 
Let’s not forget that many people 
voted to leave the EU because they 
wanted to re-assert British control. 
That control must be determined 
through Parliament. Brexit will be an 
extremely complicated and lengthy 
negotiation. It is essential that dif¬ 
ficult questions are asked and an¬ 
swered on what will be the very best 
deal for the country. Brexit is going 
to impact on every man, woman and 
child in Wales from job opportunities 
to the price of food in our shops.”

Castle may host 
weeping Window

A BREATHTAKING poppy 
installation commemorat¬ 
ing British servicemen who 
died in the First World War 
could come to a castle on 
the Shropshire/Wales border 
next year if a bid to bring it to 
the area is successful. 

Wrexham County Borough 
Council and the National Trust 
have submitted a joint bid for 
the Weeping Window installation 
to come to Chirk Castle, near 
Oswestry 

The Weeping Window, along with 
another sculpture known as The Wave, 
comprises hundreds of poppies com¬ 
memorating the war dead of the First 
World War, and is currently touring lo¬ 
cations across the United Kingdom as 
part of commemorations - a campaign 
by the Royal British Legion to mark 
100 years since the war. 

If successful, the installation - which 
has already been displayed at Caer¬ 
narfon Castle, St Magnus Cathedral 
in Kirkwall, the Woodhorn Museum in 
Northumberland and St George’s Hall 
in Liverpool - will come to the medie¬ 
val castle, which overlooks the border 
between England and Wales. 

Councillor Hugh Jones, lead mem¬ 
ber for communities and partnerships, 
said: “I’m very hopeful that the panel 
accepts our bid for the Weeping Win¬ 
dow at Chirk Castle, submitted jointly 
with our partners from the National 
Trust. The castle would form an in¬ 
credibly impressive and sombre back¬ 
drop to the Weeping Window, and it 
would pose a fitting location for the 
sculpture. 

“I also want to thank our partners at 
Chirk Castle and the National Trust, 


who have been incredibly supportive 
in helping us to prepare this joint bid, 
and I’m sure they share our hope that 
this submission is a successful one.” 

Councillor David Griffiths, Wrex¬ 
ham County Borough Council’s Armed 
Forces champion, said: “I am very 
pleased to see that we will be bidding 


once more for the Poppy Sculpture 
to come to Wrexham. Chirk Castle 
would provide a suitable setting for 
the Weeping Window, which has 
proven to be an evocative and fitting 
memorial for all British servicemen 
who lost their lives during the First 
World War.”

Tribute is paid to 
leading historian 

THE life of celebrated local histori¬ 
an David Pugh has been marked in 
the National Assembly by Montgom¬ 
eryshire Assembly Member Russell 
George. 

Mr George paid tribute to Mr Pugh 
in the National Assembly for Wales on 
Wednesday last week. Mr Pugh, who 
sadly passed away recently after a 
short illness, was Newtown’s leading 
local historian for many decades. 

Mr Pugh was a director of the 
Montgomeryshire Community Regen¬ 
eration Association and committee 
member of the Powysland Club. Mr 
George said: “Best known for being 
seen with his camera, recording build¬ 
ings for historic records, we now have 
a 64 volume quarterly journal called 
‘The Newtonian’ which has recorded 
the life and times of Newtown and its 
townspeople. Before David’s work, 
there was very little recorded and it 
is thanks to David’s sustained com¬ 
mitment and determination that we 
now have an authoritative record of 
the town’s history for future genera¬ 
tions.”

Funding available for

GRANTS for running youth activ¬ 
ities in a number of villages are 
up for grabs.

“If you feel your organisation can help 
young people in the above areas to enjoy, 
achieve, be healthy, stay safe and increase 
confidence, we encourage you to get in 
touch,” Councillor Walpole said. 

“We hope local providers will see this 
as an opportunity to support existing ac¬ 
tivities and develop new opportunities for 
young people locally.”

Agricultural 
group plans 
£1.2 million 
investment 

LLANSANTFFRAID-BASED ag¬ 
ricultural group Wynnstay is to in¬ 
vest about £1.2 million on a new 
warehouse at its site on the edge of 
Shrewsbury. 

The company, which produces feed 
and seed for the farming industry 
and runs retail operations around the 
country, is hoping to increase produc¬ 
tion at its Harlescott operation once 
the work is complete. 

It is currently awaiting planning 
permission. The additional warehous¬ 
ing is expected to create two or three 
jobs at Wynnstay’s Shrewsbury site. 
“It will be a big complex allowing us 
to increase productivity at the site, 
and that will be more people coming 
into the business as well,” said chief 
executive Ken Greetham. 

Wynnstay says it is seeing signs of 
recovery in prices paid to farmers, and 
hopes that will lead to an increase in 
its own revenues this year. 

The seed and feed company saw 
revenue and profits decline in the year 
to October 31, pointing to farm gate 
price deflation as one of the major 
causes. 

The group saw revenue drop by 2.44 
per cent to £368.14 million in the year 
to October 31. Pre-tax profits were 
down 12 per cent at £7.29 million. 

Finance director Paul Roberts said 
prices paid to farmers for their goods 
had fallen significantly since 2013, 
and the volume of produce sold last 
year would have been worth £90 mil¬ 
lion more had prices held up in the 
last three years. 

And chief executive Ken Greetham 
said the results were “in line with 
market expectations” but that they 
reflect the tough trading environment 
faced by farmers. 

“If farmers are not getting as much 
for their produce they don’t invest so 
much and are very price sensitive,” 
he said. “That affects us to a certain 
extent.”

Relatives invited to come forward over graveyard sale

PEOPLE with relatives buried next to a for¬ 
mer church that is going up for sale with a 
price tag of £100,000 are being asked to come 
forward to voice any concerns they may have. 

The United Reformed Church, in Upper 
School Road, Ruyton-XI-Towns, in between 
Shrewsbury and Oswestry, has been put on 
the property market by estate agent Barbers. 

The chapel closed in October 2010 and an 
old graveyard closed for burials to the west of 
the chapel, is now laid to lawn and the modern 


graveyard is to the east of the chapel. Both the 
chapel and the graveyard are now for sale. 

The Rev Steve Faber, moderator of West 
Midlands Synod of the United Reformed 
Church, said: “Our desire is to sell the site as a 
whole, with the purchaser being fully aware of 
the interests of families. 

“We would be open to discussions with inter¬ 
ested parties wishing to take ownership of the 
graveyard, and have had conversations with a 
surveyor about how a separate entrance to the 


graveyard could be constructed. It is not our 
intention to offer the chapel for sale separately 
from the graveyard unless the graveyard has 
already been taken over by someone else first. 
We have a concern to see that the graveyard is 
taken into responsible care by the next owner 
- the sites of graves are protected by legislation 
and the site would not be available for redevel¬ 
opment.” A spokesman for the Synod Office in 
Birmingham said: “Following the closure of the 
church, it is intended to sell the property. Any 


relatives with an interest in the graveyard are 
asked to make themselves known so that they 
can be kept informed.” 

A Barbers spokesman said: “The property 
is a detached church, believed to have been 
constructed in 1833, which comprises a main 
hall with a small extension. The main building 
totals about 95 square metres and offers a con¬ 
version opportunity.”

AN historic railway carriage re¬ 
stored by a Shropshire train en¬ 
thusiast has been given a new 
lease of life as a restaurant. 

The carriage has been through end¬ 
less transformations, from a third 
class passenger coach to an ambu¬ 
lance train in the First World War, a 
breakdown coach and finally a railway 
workshop. 

After it was rescued and lovingly restored 
by Andrew Wilson, the carriage has been 
transformed yet again, into part of the Sta¬ 
tion Kitchen Restaurant at West Bay in 
Dorset. Among those who have sat at the 
tables inside are David Tennant and Ol¬ 
ivia Colman, who were filming episodes of 
Broadchurch in the town. 

Andrew Wilson, a volunteer on the Cam¬ 
brian Railways in Oswestry, rescued the 
carriage from dereliction and thinks it is 
the only one of its kind still in existence. 
He was approached by a television company 
who wanted to use it for a crash scene but 
decided instead to sell it to Ross and Claire 
Moore for an addition to the couple’s Sta¬ 
tion Kitchen restaurant. 

The carriage has a fascinating history, 
originally built in 1911 as a third class cor¬ 
ridor passenger coach and turned into an 
ambulance train in 1918, when it was fitted 
with bunk beds and had medical staff on 
board - a hospital on wheels. After the war 
it was converted into a breakdown coach 
and used until the 1980s, when it was with¬ 
drawn from service. Mr Wilson said he had 
an offer for the carriage from the Channel 
4 soap, Hollyoaks, which wanted to buy it to 
use for a train crash storyline. Not wanting 
the carriage to be damaged he instead sold 
it to the Station Kitchen owners.

Landowners 
are urged to 
flag up sites 

LANDOWNERS across Shropshire are 
being encouraged to seek professional ad¬ 
vice about submitting potential residen¬ 
tial and commercial development sites 
for Shropshire Council to consider. 

The council is asking private, public 
and voluntary sector bodies and indi¬ 
viduals to submit potential development 
sites for consideration between until 
March 20. The ‘Call for Sites’ is part of 
the council’s partial review of the Shrop¬ 
shire Local Plan, which shapes the fu¬ 
ture of the county. Shaun Jones, a rural 
professional director of Halls, is advising 
owners of potential development sites, 
which are within or adjacent to an exist¬ 
ing settlement, not to miss the important 
opportunity to make the council aware of 
their land. 

“Owners who don’t promote their 
land during this window will be wasting 
a great opportunity to make the council 
aware of its availability for future devel¬ 
opment,” he said. “It’s crucial that they 
seek professional advice so that they 
make the best possible case for their land 
to be included in the local plan review. 

“In basic terms, if owners don’t wave 
their land under the noses of the plan¬ 
ners, then they are not going to know 
about it. We live in a competitive environ¬ 
ment and the council will assess the suita¬ 
bility of all the land available focussing on 
the ones that meet their requirements.” 
The partial review of the local plan will 
focus on key areas of change, including 
options for the level and distribution of 
new housing across the county along with 
strategies for employment growth up to 
2036. Shropshire Council has to ensure 
there is sufficient deliverable land avail¬ 
able for up to 13,000 additional houses 
between now and 2036. 

Council gives 
caller options 

RESIDENTS and organisations contact¬ 
ing Powys County Council in an out-of- 
hours emergency now have a choice of 
telephone numbers. 

For enquiries about services such as 
highways, housing repairs, refuse, and 
environmental health there is a choice 
of both local code (01597) and 0845 num¬ 
bers. This has recently been extended to 
emergency out-of-hours calls. The choice 
is given to offer callers the most cost ef¬ 
fective number depending on their indi¬ 
vidual call plan. 

Adding call options for the emergency 
line, as well as highlighting the choices 
available, is a direct action from the coun¬ 
cil’s anti-poverty work. Councillor Joy 
Jones, Powys County Council’s anti-pov¬ 
erty champion, said: “I was made aware 
that some people incur higher charges for 
0845 numbers, particularly if calling from 
mobile phones. 

“So I am pleased that, as a result of 
raising this through my anti-poverty 
champion role, this was looked at and 
change has happened. As a result those 
who need help, particularly in an urgent 
situation, can do so without incurring ad¬ 
ditional charges.” 

Councillor Rosemarie Harris, cabinet 
member for customer services said: “We 
are pleased for this call option to be added 
to our out-of-hours emergency line.”

National birth mp says he is keen to start breaking down the 
local worries 1 ' taboo of ‘bowel talk’ to help save more lives 


MIDWIFE shortages across the country 
are making women feel like “cattle” or 
“on a conveyor belt” a report has warned. 

Shropshire campaigners have said it 
may be a similar story in this county if 24- 
hour services in the more rural commu¬ 
nity hospitals are lost. 

The study, from the National Child¬ 
birth Trust and the National Federation 
of Women’s Institutes, is based on a sur¬ 
vey of 2,500 women who have given birth 
since 2014. It found that a lack of staffing 
left some women frightened and half had 
experienced at least one “red flag” event, 
such as not getting timely access to pain 
relief. 

The paper said that since a similar re¬ 
port four years ago there has been “scant 
progress” in women’s experiences of giv¬ 
ing birth on the NHS. 

Bobbie Brown, who started a petition to 
the Government to step in over the fate of 
Shropshire’s rural maternity units, said it 
was a concern as Shropshire’s midwife-led 
units had faced staffing issues over the 
Christmas period. 

Bridgnorth, Ludlow, Oswestry and 
Shrewsbury all had to close overnight in 
the past few weeks as staff were re-de¬ 
ployed to make up numbers at Telford’s 
Princess Royal Hospital. 

No consultants 
at weekends 

THERE are no consultants working in 
Telford’s A&E department at weekends, 
it has been revealed. 

Staffing levels are so low in the emer¬ 
gency departments in Shropshire that 
consultants are now only on call at Tel¬ 
ford’s Princess Royal Hospital on a Satur¬ 
day and Sunday. 

Consultants are still present at Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital during the weekend 
and are at both hospitals during the week. 

But at the weekends, consultant care in 
Telford’s emergency department is pro¬ 
vided solely over the phone. 

The situation was revealed by Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust’s 
chief operating officer Debbie Kadum at 
a meeting of Telford & Wrekin Clinical 
Commissioning Group. 

Mrs Kadum was giving a report to mem¬ 
bers on problems the trust has faced meet¬ 
ing A&E four-hour waiting time targets 
and in meeting referral to treatment tar¬ 
gets for patients. But she insisted: “There 
is consultant cover seven days a week.” 

In September it was revealed that the 
trust had lost another A&E consultant, 
now running the two departments in Tel¬ 
ford and Shrewsbury with just four.

A HEALTH watchdog is calling for groups 
to apply for grants worth up to £4,000. 

Healthwatch Shropshire wants to hear 
from groups or organisations that carry 
out research in order to improve health 
and social care services.

MONTGOMERYSHIRE MP Glyn Davies 
is breaking down the taboo of talking about 
bowels, his experiences of colostomy irrigation 
in hotel rooms and the radical surgery that 
helped to save his life, in an effort to save the 
lives of others. 

Bowel cancer survivor Mr Davies says the 
outdated idea that bowels can’t be mentioned 
in polite society is an attitude that leads to a 
lot of people dying before they should. 

And he has written an article explaining 
why the procedure does not necessarily mean 
you are stuck with a colostomy bag for the rest 
of your life. Writing in his blog, A View from 
Rural Wales, the Montgomeryshire MP said: 
“I occasionally speak and write (sometimes 
irreverently) about my experiences of bowel

cancer - particularly colostomy irrigation, of 
which I am an enthusiastic champion. 

“It seems strange that so few people know 
what’s involved - probably lot of people think 
bowels can’t be mentioned in polite society. 
That’s an attitude that leads to a lot of people 
dying before they should.” 

In 2002, in consultation with his surgeon, 
Mr Davies was given an abdominal perineal 
resection to remove a cancerous tumour. 

“It was a big op,” said Mr Davies, “around 
five to six hours long but only a five per cent 
chance of dying though. 

“It involved removal of the lower part of the 


bowel, the rectum and anus and bringing the 
cut end of the remaining bowel out though a 
small incision in the abdomen to form a co¬ 
lostomy. 

“Most people attach a colostomy bag to col¬ 
lect the excreted waste. I did not like that, and 
when my colostomy nurse suggested trying ir¬ 
rigation, I decided to give it a go. Soon became 
used to it. Changed my life and I’d never go 
back.” 

“So what’s involved? 

“It’s so simple and straightforward. A flexi¬ 
ble polythene bag, which will hold nearly two 
litres is hung on a peg in the bathroom. I use 
the end of the curtain rail. 

“In hotel rooms, it’s usually the top of the 
nearest door. 


“I pour about 600 mis of warm water into 
the polythene bag, allowing it to run down a 
tube and into the bowel through the colos¬ 
tomy. For me, gravity is sufficient, although 
pumps are available for those who prefer it. 
And then you just let it all run out into the 
loo.” 

He joked: “I usually sit on an adjacent com¬ 
fortable chair, with my mobile and iPad to 
work on or read the paper. I have to remem¬ 
ber not to use Facetime. 

“It takes around 40-60 minutes. 

“To start with I was disciplined and did it 
every day at exactly the same time. But now I 
irrigate when it’s convenient. 

“Usually it’s every two days but if I’ve not 
been eating much, it can be three days.” 


County health service among 
worst funded in the country

SHROPSHIRE’S health services 
are among the worst funded in the 
country, officials have said. 

Professor Rod Thomson, director 
of Public Health for Shropshire, said 
Shropshire and Telford & Wrekin have 
one of the lowest allocations of funding 
per person. 

He spoke about the issues at a meeting of 
Shropshire Clinical Commissioning Group in 
Shrewsbury. 

Professor Thomson said: “This area is un¬ 
derfunded. Only Hereford and Worcester gets 
less than Shropshire as a county as far as I 
can see. 

“The national average allocation is £1,983 
per person. In Shropshire we have been allo¬ 
cated £1,768 per person. 

“We have to work with the money we have 
got. The local authority is lobbying to try and 
get fairer funding. 

“They get about £2,000 per person in Lin¬ 
colnshire. Kensington and Chelsea gets 26 per 
cent more funding than Shropshire and it has 
no areas of deprivation. 

Travel 

“Also the travel time for staff in Shropshire 
is five times greater between patients than 
other areas - this has not been recognised in 
the funding.” 

During public question time at the meeting 
Silvia Jones, from Clunbury Parish Council, 
said: “Shropshire and Telford is the sixth 
worst funded area out of the 44 in the country 
- despite having areas that have above average 
needs. In Shropshire we have an ageing popu¬ 
lation which costs more and in Telford there 
are areas of deprivation. 

“If we had an average level of funding we 
would have an extra £109 million. 

“The CCG’s job is to get the proper level of 
funding and you should be doing your job to 
achieve this. It is a big sum of money we are 
missing out on and I find it shocking.” 

Dr Simon Freeman, interim accountable of¬ 
ficer at Shropshire CCG, responded: “I don’t 
recognise those figures at all. 

“It is not the job of this board to get involved 
in national politics. It is the job of the board to 
manage the budget from NHS England.” 

David Sandbach, the former chief execu¬ 
tive of PRH, previously sent a paper round to 
health bosses saying if the Shropshire, Telford 
& Wrekin had the same allocation as Cornwall, 
Shropshire would have £208.6 million more in 
the county to spend on the NHS. 


HOSPITAL staff are being hit with parking 
tickets because of a lack of spaces. 

Doctors, nurses and laboratory technicians 
have all been ticketed at the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital in recent weeks. 

Some have received several tickets within 
days, despite having parking permits that they 
pay for directly from their wages. 

Staff say they have no option on occasion 
but to park on grass verges because all spaces 
have been taken. 

One woman who works at the hospital, but 
did not wish to be named, said: “It is ridicu¬ 
lous. I have had three tickets this week. I got 
to work in time for my shift the other day to 


find that the car park designated for staff at 
the hospital was full. I asked at the parking 
kiosk where to park and was told by the staff 
that as long as I wasn’t blocking any entrances 
or on the yellow boxes I could park anywhere. 

“In the end I had to park on the grass. When 
I got back to the car at the end of my shift, I 
found I had a ticket. This happened over three 
days this week. Each time I go and ask the 
parking warden at the office and they tell me 
to park wherever I can. 

“I am not the only one to be experiencing 
problems at the car park and I do wonder if 
the person who is telling us to park on the 
grass and in other areas is the same person 


who then comes and gives us tickets. Per¬ 
haps it would best to just turn around and go 
home.” 

Staff can apply for a permit that allows them 
to use the designated staff car park. They pay 
directly from their wages for the privilege. 

A spokesman for CP-Plus, the firm respon¬ 
sible for collecting the parking charges said: 
“The attendant clearly meant that she could 
park anywhere in the car park where she 
would not cause an obstruction - this would 
not include areas of the site and surrounding 
the site that were not designated for parking, 
including grass, hatched areas and entrance 
roadways.” 


Service is accused of blocking pioneering 999 project 


A PIONEERING ambulance project that saw 
fewer people being taken to A&E and saved 
Shropshire’s health service £2 million has 
been ended. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service termi¬ 
nated the Physician Response Unit in early 
September and said it will not re-instate it. 

The move has angered members of Shrop¬ 
shire’s CCG, who discussed the issue at a 
meeting last week. 

But WMAS officials have said the project 
was only ever intended as a two-month trial - 
and that two serious incidents had happened 


during that time that had raised concerns. The 
response unit was launched in Shropshire in 
July last year to reduce the number of ambu¬ 
lances queuing outside the region’s hospitals. 

The scheme consisted of an ambulance car, 
based in Shrewsbury, which had a GP trained 
in pre-hospital medicine on-board, dispatched 
after a 999 call. It was funded by Shropshire 
Clinical Commissioning Group as part of steps 
to alleviate NHS pressures. 

Dr Julie Davies, Shropshire CCG director 
of strategy and service redesign, said: “The 
model costs about £400,000 a year. We paid 


the ambulance service for the car and techni¬ 
cian. We are still paying for the doctors em¬ 
ployed for this project and hope to re-claim 
these costs from WMAS.” 

She said medics employed as part of the 
service were now on “other projects” includ¬ 
ing audit paperwork. Dr Julian Povey, CCG 
chairman, said he had written to the chief 
executive of WMAS asking for the services to 
be re-instated. He said: “The response I got 
from WMAS does not explain why the service 
cannot be re-instated. We thought the scheme 
ticked all the boxes.” 


Mark Docherty, WMAS director of clinical 
commissioning, said “We are surprised by the 
suggestion that doctors in the CCG are not 
aware of the situation regarding the Physi¬ 
cian Response Unit given the large number of 
emails exchanged, the letters written and re¬ 
sponded to in recent days and a teleconference 
that was held last Friday on the subject. 

“The scheme was meant to focus on urgent 
primary care needs rather than a blue light 
response and as such was not as successful as 
had been hoped. “

He said: “Moving into care 
is a life-changing decision and it can be 
stressful so anything that can allow it 
to be a smooth transition should be wel¬ 
comed. It would make it easier for people 
to choose the best place for them to live 
if every care home had a clearly stated 
policy.

Officer gives 
his views on 
parking issue 

HOUSING developments without ade¬ 
quate parking facilities and an increase 
in car ownership have contributed to a 
village’s problems with vehicles parking 
on pavements, it has been said. 

Inspector Nigel Morgan, who rep¬ 
resents the North Shropshire policing 
area, has responded to concerns raised by 
Weston Rhyn Parish Council regarding 
the issue. 

It comes after Councillor Ralph Cooper, 
parish council chairman, called for action 
claiming the problem had been a worry 
among residents in the village near 
Oswestry for around 12 months. 

Inspector Morgan pledged that the po¬ 
lice would continue to support the council 
in tackling the problem but also reminded 
councillors officers had to weigh up the 
issue when dealing with other incidents 
that might present a risk of harm to 
members of the public. 

He said: “The issue of cars being 
parked on the pavement is one which 
you identify as a problem throughout 
the parish, with certain locations being 
of particular concern. I have spoken with 
both the police officers and PCSOs that 
represent your local policing team and 
they confirm this issue has been previ¬ 
ously raised and they have offered advice 
and support where appropriate. 

“I am under absolutely no illusion that 
the increase in car ownership over recent 
years will have impacted on your parish, 
this coupled with housing developments 
without sufficient parking facilities only 
adds to the problem.” 

Councillor Cooper said: “Parking on 
pavements shouldn’t be happening full 
stop. Not only can it be dangerous, it’s 
just selfish and shows some people clearly 
don’t have any care for others.”

GLUG, glug, glug. All that work, 
all that effort - and all down the 
drain! 

But as these stunning images show, 
there is much more to Severn Trent 
Water than the stuff that comes out of 
your tap. 

It is an operation that stretches from the 
valleys and reservoirs of Mid Wales, to not 
far short of the North Sea - Scunthorpe to 
be precise - on the other side of the British 
mainland, and as far south as the Bristol 
Channel. It involves buildings and struc¬ 
tures of beauty and distinction, and some 
other buildings and structures where aes¬ 
thetics play second fiddle to functionality. 

Severn Trent has released the photos to 
update its portfolio of corporate images and 
to bring home the range of its work, show¬ 
ing off its key assets across its vast patch in¬ 
cluding reservoirs, water treatment works, 
sewage treatment works, and anaerobic 
digestion plants. 

Llyn Clywedog, west of Llanidloes, is one 
of the company’s most striking visitor sites, 
with a 72 metre (236ft) high dam, which is 
one of Britain’s largest concrete structures, 
holding back 50,000 megalitres of water. It 
is not directly linked to the water supply 
network. Its role is to regulate the flow of 
water to the River Severn during the win¬ 
ter, and to ensure a minimum flow during 
the summer. 

Despite its name, Lake Vyrnwy, west of 
Llanfyllin, is another man-made reservoir 
and is just under 12 miles long. In creating 
it in late Victorian times, the village of Lla- 
nwddyn was submerged and the villagers 
moved out - including the remains of the 
dead in the churchyard. A new settlement 
was created lower down the valley by the 
Liverpool Corporation.

The mysterious woodcock 
stays hidden from view 


ALONG with the first snows of 
the winter, we have recently also 
been battered by strong winds. 

These conditions are difficult for an¬ 
imals, especially those seeking shelter 
from the elements and those who must 
fly to move. 

Being close to the ground and able to feed 
above and below the surface, seem like a 
good set of circumstances to behold at this 
time of the year. Add to that the fact that 
as the last of the stubborn stalks of nettle 
and grass are mostly flattened and the low 
shrubs at their most desolate, this week’s 
animal is potentially at its most visible now. 

The woodcock is a large bulky wading 
bird with short legs, and a very long straight 
tapering bill. It is largely nocturnal, spend¬ 
ing most of the day in dense cover. 

When it does venture out in daylight, it 
can be described as crepuscular, meaning it 
only does so at dawn and dusk. It is perhaps 
the best camouflaged of all our birds and is 
superbly coloured. I for one find it very dif¬ 
ficult to paint! 

Most of our Salopian woodcocks are res¬ 
idents but at this time of the year, we wel¬ 
come in migrants from Finland and Russia 
to winter here. Known as the ‘snipe of the 
woods’, it is perhaps with this bird (the 
snipe), that it is easiest to confuse a wood¬ 
cock with. 

Usually your being in either a wetland 
habitat or drier woodland one will help 
you distinguish the species. However I’ve 
always found it a bit tricky where I live in 
Cockshutt (literally translating as; ‘a place 
where woodcock can be shot’) for the woods 
merge seamlessly with the mere and we 
have both species present. 

Seeing as you usually stumble on a wood¬ 
cock before seeing it, the only glimpse you

get is a blurred rush of cryptically camou¬ 
flaged feathers; a mysterious and gorgeous 
animal. One of the enduring facts (although 
it’s easy to call it a ‘myth’) is that when 
threatened, the female woodcock can leave 
the ground and carry her chicks between 
her legs with the tail acting as a support. 

She is also reported to be able to hold 
them in her claws or on her back while fly¬ 
ing, though this is rarely witnessed. 

Although dense undergrowth means this 
species is seldom if ever seen by people in 
their lifetime, the male’s breeding display 
flight, known as roding, is when we have a 
better chance of seeing them in less than 
Arctic conditions. In April and June the 
male will patrol a large area, flying with 
rapid wing beats over the tree line, overlap¬ 
ping with other males as they compete to 
attract the attention of females. 

In the UK, the early arrival of migrant 
woodcock in autumn was said to mean a 
good harvest, especially if they stayed until 
spring and the bird has been hunted and 
eaten since Roman times. 

Its pin feathers (at the base of the lead¬ 
ing primary on each wing) were used widely 
for various purposes including drawing the 
gold stripe down the side of a Rolls-Royce 
car. 

However these days the conservation of 
the species should be of a higher priority in 
people’s minds than the killing of them. 

It is in serious decline across its range 
and it appears that recreational distur¬ 
bance, drying out of woodlands, increased

HONDA CIVIC TYPE R 2.0 LITRE GT, £32,825

There’s a real argument to say that the 
Honda Civic Type R 2.0 litre GT is the 
hottest hatch on the market right now. 

On a recent test drive it soon became clear 
why the Type R has a worldwide cult following 
as it carries Honda’s most extreme and high 
performing engine in the 22-year history of the 
red “H” badge. 

Let’s forget about C02 emissions and 
miles per gallon, this car is all about speed. 

It’s simply exhilarating and for me the most 
exciting car to drive in the hot-hatch sector 
- and probably the closest to super-car 
performance you’ll get at the price. 

So let’s talk speed. This Honda has a 
reported top speed of 168mph and while the 
challenging road networks of Mid Wales were 
no place to put that claim to the test I was left 
in very little doubt that those bosses at Honda 
are telling the truth. 

Roar 

For the enthusiast there can be no better 
sound than the roar of the 31 Ops engine 
racing from 0-62mph in just 5.7 seconds 
with the front end never threatening to lose 
grip. I just couldn’t get the smile off my face. 

The Type R boast a new four point adaptive 
damper system which means continuous 
independent control of each wheel, producing 
outstanding road holding - essential for a car 
producing so much glorious power. 

The Honda just cries out to be pushed to 
the limit and is perfectly matched to Honda’s 
renowned six speed manual gearbox to 


produce the sweetest sounding engine note 
you could ever hope for. 

With so much power on offer the suits at 
Honda needed to be sure they would attract 
the right market, so they made the Type R 
instantly recognisable - a car that simply 
stands out in any crowd. 

They did it with a massive tail wing which 
generates downforce and helps keep you 
on the road at high speed, huge wheel 
arches housing gorgeous 19 inch alloys and 
aggressive aerodynamic styling. People don’t 
just hear you coming they see you too. 

Vision 

There’s a downside to all that though. Rear 
vision is a real issue because of the huge 
tail wing and you can only seat two rear seat 
passengers who will soon be complaining 
about headroom. The boot space available is 
surprising though, just enough for to pass the 
golf clubs test. 

The Type R GT on test would cost you 
£32,825 but as you would expect you get a lot 
for your money - not just speed. 

There are automatic headlights and 
washers, remote power windows, parking 
sensors, dual zone climate control, electric 
door mirrors, and driver assistance safety 
packages. There’s also a six speaker 
infotainment system through a 7 inch 
touchscreen containing an internet radio and 
app integration enabling internet browsing, 
Bluetooth and a rear parking camera. There’s 
also rear privacy glass and a tinted tailgate 
window. 

To keep you safe Honda has included 
all-round airbags, ABS, EBD, brake assist, 


stability assist, hill-start assist and city-brake 
active system. You also get, blind spot 
information, cross traffic monitoring, forward 
collision warning, lane departure warning, 


high beam support system and a traffic sign 
recognition system. 

Just for the record Honda claims combined 
fuel figures of 38.7mpg - though you wouldn’t 


really be driving this car properly if you 
managed that and C02 emissions of 170g/ 
km. Few buying a Type R GT will be interested 
in those figures though.

Scouting off-road for Skoda Kodiaq 



The car is also fitted as standard with 19-inch alloy wheels specially created for this model variant 


Skoda will launch a more rugged Scout 
version of its new Kodiaq SUV at the 
Geneva Motor Show in March. 

Set apart by silver-coloured details such 
as the front and rear skid plates and chrome 
window edging, as well as 19-inch alloy 
wheels, the newcomer is expected to hit the 
roads towards the end of 2017. 

Inside, the Scout is based on the mid¬ 
range SE trim, with a multi-function steering 
wheel, Alcantara upholstery and rear parking 
sensors included as standard, along with 
Off-Road Assist and a selection of driving 
modes including Sport, Comfort and Snow 
configurations. 

At the same time, Skoda will also reveal a 
Sportline version of the Kodiaq with black trim 
accents and silver touches inside. 

Both cars will be offered with a choice of 
four powertrains: two petrols and two diesels, 
all with four-wheel drive. 

The basic unitwill be the 1.4-litre petrol with 
148bhp. As well as managing the 0-60mph 
sprint in 9.6 seconds, the engine will also 
achieve 41.5mpg on the combined cycle and 
153g/km C02 emissions. 

The other petrol engine will be the 2.0-litre 
178bhp four-cylinder, which is around two 
seconds faster to 60mph than its smaller 
stablemate, but also around 3mpg less 
efficient. 

Diesel options are likely to constitute the 
most popular engines in the range, with the 
2.0-litre 148bhp engine returning 53.3mpg 
despite being capable of beating the 1.4-litre 
petrol to 60mph. 

The range will be capped off, though, by 
the 2.0-litre 178bhp engine, which hits 60mph 
in just under nine seconds and achieves 
49.6mpg. 

v Besides the underbody protection, the 
Skoda Kodiaq Scout is recognisable from the 
outside by the tinted rear window and rear 
side windows and silver-coloured details, 
creating a robust impression and highlighting

the powerful character of the Czech 
manufacturer’s new large SUV. 

The radiator grille is framed by a silver- 
coloured trim. The roof rails, housing of the 
wing mirror, the side window trims as well 
as the front and rear underbody protection, 
which is positioned beneath the bumpers and 
visually split into three parts, are also silver. 

The side view of each of the models is 
characterised by short overhangs, their 
sloping roofline that is visually extended by 
a line in the D-pillar, and the tapered rear. 

The car is also fitted as standard with 19-inch 
alloy wheels specially created for this model 
variant. Furthermore, it bears a small badge 
with the model designation on the front wing 
and the glove compartment. 

The equipment and interior design are 
also tailored to the robust character. They 
are based on the SE trim level. The Kodiaq 
Scout comes with Off-Road Assist, a Rough- 
Road package with underbody and engine 
protection as well as a front and rear Park 
Assist. The generous array of standard 


equipment includes Driving Mode Select 
(Eco, Comfort, Normal, Sport, Individual, 
Snow), which can be used to control the 
engine, automatic transmission, power 
steering and air conditioning. Snow mode 
adjusts the ABS, ASR, ACC (where present) 
systems and the engine management to the 
specific conditions of the snow-covered or 
slippery road. 


Standard equipment in the interior includes 
a multifunction steering wheel, LED ambient 
lighting in ten colours, a Modular Infotainment 
Matrix (MIB) with eight speakers, Alcantara- 
covered seats with the Kodiaq logo, door 
trims in the Alcantara design, steel pedals, 
textile floor mats and the Kodiaq logo in the 
front door sills. 

The Scout also feels at home on off-road 


terrain. With a ground clearance of 194 mm, it 
can negotiate larger bumps with ease. It has 
a ramp angle of 19.7 degrees; the approach 
and departure angles are an impressive 22.0 
and 23.1 degrees due to the short overhangs. 
In addition, the Rough-Road package, which 
comes as standard, protects against damage 
to the underbody, engine, brake and fuel lines 
as well as cables.

New 1.5 litre petrol 
HObhp engine for 
the Toyota Yaris 



The Toyota Yaris will soon be available with a new 
1.5-litre, four-cylinder petrol engine, which will 
replace the existing 1.33-litre unit when it goes on 
sale. 

The new engine produces HObhp and 136Nm of 
torque, and allows the Yaris to sprint from 0-60mph in 
10.8 seconds, as opposed to 11.6 seconds with the 1.33. 

Toyota has developed the new engine in anticipation 
of forthcoming Euro 6c emissions standards, as well as 
Real Driving Emission homologation requirements. 

Fuel consumption has also been improved, with the 
manufacturer saying the 1.5-litre engine reduces fuel use 
by up to 12 per cent under current NEDC test criteria. 

A focus on improving consumption when travelling 
at motorway speeds has led engineers to use a water- 
cooled exhaust manifold for the new engine - the first 
time such a system has been used on a Toyota. 

By restricting the gas temperature, the need for mixture 
enrichment to reduce the combustion temperature is 
removed at any motorway driving speed. Because of 
this, there’s a reduction in both fuel consumption and 
tailpipe emissions.

AFTER pulling off shock victo¬ 
ries, Llanfair United and Guils¬ 
field are relishing the chance of 
claiming more Welsh Cup glo¬ 
ry in the quarter-finals of the 
famous competition later this 
month.
